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CRIME 11 -YEAR LOW

RIME in Hackney 
is at its lowest 
level for 11 years, 
according to the 
latest figures. 

Met Police statistics 
for January to December 
last year, show that crime 
dropped by three per cent - 
with 910 fewer offences in 
the borough than in 2009. 

Residential burglary 
was down by 15 per cent, 
with 246 fewer offences. 
This continues a trend that 


shows burglary has fallen 
by 57 per cent in Hackney 
over 10 years. 

Gun crime dropped by 
nearly 16 per cent, with 
25 fewer offences, while 
domestic violence was 
down 13 per cent, with 
238 fewer offences. Racist 
and religious hate crime 
fell by nearly 10 per cent, 
down 36 offences. 

There were other 
reductions in violence 
against the person, 
down 3.2 per cent; and 
commercial robberies, 
down nearly eight per cent. 
Serious wounding was 
down nearly 19 per cent 


on 2009; drugs offences 
fell 30 per cent; and sexual 
offences were down two 
per cent. 

Six murders were 
committed in Hackney in 
2010 - two fewer than the 
previous year, and seven 
less than in 2000. 

Chief Superintendent 
Steve Bending, Hackney 
Borough Commander, 
said: “We have seen 
a significant drop in 
crime in Hackney over 
the last ten years, which 
represents our continued 
focus on tackling crime 
and anti-social behaviour 
and bringing criminals to 


justice. These figures mean 
fewer victims of crime, 
which has a real positive 
impact on the lives of 
Hackney residents.” 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe, added: “We’re 
encouraged by the figures 
which clearly demonstrate 
that violent crime, and 
crime overall, has fallen. 
However, we know there 
is still more to be done and 
we will continue to work 
with Hackney Police to 
reduce all types of crime in 
the borough.” 

Some of the issues 
to be addressed by the 
police include a rise in 


homophobic crime, which 
increased by nine offences; 
and rape, which increased 
by five offences. However, 
these crimes tend to be 
under reported and victims 
are encouraged to continue 
to come forward. Robbery 
against the person was 
also up by 186 offences. 
However that is still 51 per 
cent down on 10 years ago.

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, 
said: “This is an exciting 
time for the Archives. We 
will be running a limited 
service until the move is 
complete, and ask that 
residents bear with us 
until our improved service 
opens later in the year.” 

Hackney’s collections 
include official 


administrative records of 
the borough council and 
its predecessors dating 
back to 1700; records of 
local organisations and 
individuals; and a local 
studies library, as well as a 
multitude of photographs, 
maps and newspapers. 

The collections currently 
occupy up about two 
kilometres of shelving. 

Staff will also be 
developing new 
resources to improve 
services, including better 
catalogues, and new 


information leaflets about 
how to use different 
aspects of the collections. 

The new library and 
archive are part of the 
Council’s wider vision 
for the regeneration of 
Dalston, which includes 
better transport links from 
Dalston Junction; the 
development of more than 
500 new homes, including 
affordable homes; the 
cultural hub of Gillett 
Square; and improvements 
to Ridley Road Market.

On your side 

IN my last message I talked about the severe savings the Council 
has to make as a result of Government grant cuts. Hackney is used 
to making efficiency savings, but in the past that money has been 
reinvested in expanding and improving services. In this budget, 
instead, that money will have to go to back-filling the central 
Government grant that has been cut, just to ensure vital services 
can be kept running. Hackney will not be able to escape the impact 
of the national spending review, but the Council remains committed 
to shielding residents from its worst effects. 

We know that for many residents the support the Council offers 
through essential services is vital in helping them through their day- 
to-day lives or what can be personally very difficult times - and it is 
those services that must continue. 

In the past year, we have provided 640,000 hours of home care 
helping residents to fulfil their wish to continue living in their own 
homes, and for those who needed extra help we provided 1 60 
nursing home placements. 

Our social workers have helped parents who needed extra support, 
resulting in fewer children in Hackney needing to be taken into care 
and more stable and safe families that can stay together. But there 
are still 265 children who the borough needs to look after directly, 
and those services cannot be put at risk. 

The Council currently provides care packages for 1 30 disabled 
children and is supporting more than 1 ,000 young people through 
the youth offending team to move on to a more positive future. 

Last month, we backed the opening of a new credit union in the 
borough aimed at residents who are unable to open accounts 
with the main high street banks, helping to steer them away from 
unscrupulous money lenders during these tough economic times. 

As I’ve said before, I’m determined that in the forthcoming budget 
the Council will not be making front-line cuts to the services it 
provides to residents - there will be no raising of eligibility criteria 
for home care for the elderly, there’ll be no library closures, no 
closure of children’s centres and no reduction in the cleanliness of 
our streets. 

However, the Government have made it clear that they will be 
cutting local government grants each year for another three years. 
So in the future we will be presented with hard decisions, and we 
will be asking you how we go about continuing vital services at a 
time when Government funding is being reduced by more than 
a quarter. What I can guarantee is that the Council will continue 
to listen to residents’ priorities and to champion your interests, 
standing up for what we believe is fair.

Sex establishments policy 

A POLICY to control the operation of businesses like strip 
clubs in the borough has been approved by the Council. 
Following a 1 2-week public consultation, the ‘sex 
establishments’ policy was amended so that existing 
businesses could continue to trade under certain conditions. 
The new rules voted in by Full Council on 26 January include 
a ‘nil policy’ which prohibits the opening of any further sex 
entertainment venues in the borough. 

This covers places like strip clubs; lap dancing clubs; sex 
shops and sex cinemas. 

During the consultation, which ran from 20 September to 
1 3 December, residents were asked to comment on draft 
proposals. 

Results revealed that 65.8 per cent of respondents disagreed 
with a nil policy on sex cinemas; 74.7 per cent disagreed with 
a nil policy on sex shops, and 66.3 per cent disagreed with a 
nil policy on sex entertainment venues. 

Following this feedback, the policy was amended to grant an 
exception for five existing businesses - all in the Haggerston 
area - provided they can demonstrate they are long- 
standing, well run and do not raise significant concerns for 
the community and statutory authorities when applying to 
renew their licences.

We 
aim to help move such 
lenders out of the borough 
by offering accessible and 
fair financial services.” 

Staff were on hand to 
give advice on the many 
products and services 
offered by the credit union 
and to assist potential new 
members to join up. 

Formerly known as 
Tower Hamlets Community 
Credit Union, LCCU has 
been established for 10 years 


and already has over 10,000 
members. 

A credit union is a 
co-operative financial 
institution owned and 
controlled by its members 
that promotes saving, 
provides credit at reasonable 
rates, and offers other 
financial services.

Jail for Godwin Lawson’s killer 

A MAN has been found guilty of murdering promising young 
footballer Godwin Lawson in Hackney last March. 

Moise Avorgah, 20, of Tottenham, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
with a minimum of 1 9 years by a 
judge at the Old Bailey on 2 February. 

Godwin, 17, had moved from Enfield 
to Oxford to play football for the 
Oxford United Academy. He was in 
London to meet his friends, brothers 
Daniel and Julian Borja. The exact 
motive is not known, but all three 
were attacked as they walked 
through Amhurst Park, N1 6 . Godwin 
died from a stab wound to the chest. 

The Borja brothers were taken to 
hospital suffering life-threatening 
stab wounds but survived. 

Following the incident, three 
other people were charged with 
murder, two counts of attempted 
murder, and two counts of GBH. Koffi Osimeh, 20, Daniel 
Riley, 22, and Matthew Lanihun, 21 , were cleared of all 
charges. Avorgah was found guilty of two counts of GBH and 
sentenced to 1 2 years to run concurrently. 

Detective Inspector Andy Manning, who led the investigation, 
said: “I am pleased with the verdicts and pleased that 
Godwin’s family has got justice for him. 

“This conviction sends out a clear message - the police and 
the local community will not tolerate such acts of violence.” 
Godwin’s mother Yvonne added: “Losing Godwin feels like 
we have lost our future hopes and dreams. We feel like we 
are embarking on a long painful journey that will never end. 
“Whilst I am very satisfied that someone has been brought to 
justice, It will never bring him back to us. It will however stop 
him (Avorgah) taking the life of someone else’s child.”

The best way is to show 
positive role models.” 

This can involve using 
shock tactics, like when she 
invited black lesbian rapper, 
Mz.Fontaine to a school 
assembly. Elly recalls: “She 
announced straightaway ‘I 
am currently a lesbian and I 
am transitioning’. 

“The students were 
amazed. Mz.Fontaine 
then spent an afternoon 
delivering music workshops 
which were attended 
by some previously 
homophobic girls. Together 
they wrote a 12-minute rap 
about diversity.” 

Elly put Hackney’s 
innovative approach to 
diversity on the national 
agenda last October when 
the Guardian ran an 
article about how lessons 
on gay history had cut 
homophobic bullying at the 
school. “Eve been doing 
this for six years,” she says.

E LLY Barnes is 
so articulate 
and lively, and 
so dedicated to 
educating young people 
about the importance of 
accepting ourselves as 
we are, that it was only a 
matter of time before she 
made national headlines. 

As music teacher and 
LGBT (Lesbian Gay 
Bisexual Transgender) 
co-ordinator at Stoke 
Newington School, she 
believes that to achieve 
acceptance, young people 
need the facts. She says: 
“It’s ignorance that causes 
homophobia - once 
educated, attitudes change. 
Sometimes it’s a deep- 
rooted hatred which can 
take a long time to change. 


“When the article came 
out I got 300 e-mails from 
schools and parents asking 
for advice.” 

Music has been at the 
heart of Elly’s life since the 
age of five when she was 
picked for the first of many 
school performances. She 
explains: “Because I’m tall, I 
played boys, mums, witches 
- the character roles. I was 
never the diva.” 

Singing was her first 
love - as a mezzo soprano 


she studied opera at the 
Birmingham Conservatoire 
- but she is also classically 
trained in piano, guitar and 
cello. Before becoming a 
full-time teacher she was a 
session singer and still sings 
at weddings and in cabaret. 

Her own role models 
as a teenage Goth in rural 
Leicestershire helped to 
define herself as a young 
woman. She says: “I loved 
anyone that was a bit 
different. The 1980s, when

I grew up, was a fantastic 
time for men in makeup. 

I loved David Bowie - his 
music, the way he dressed 
- and Annie Lennox, All

The power of music and 
musical heroes can unlock 
prejudice, as happened six 
years ago at her first LGBT 
assembly, when she used 
Bronski Beat’s ‘Small Town 
Boy’ to illustrate the pain 
of rejection and the joy of 
coming out. 

On 17 February, she 
presents this year’s show at 
Stoke Newington School 
to mark LGBT History 
Month, with students 
performing Elton John’s 
‘Your Song’, as well as 
numbers from Queen, 
Dusty Springfield, Janis 
Joplin and Chopin. 

The whole school is

issues through their own 
disciplines.

Estate recycling record breakers 


RESIDENTS on Hackney’s 
estates are recycling at 
record breaking levels. 

Figures show that by the 
end of last year, recycling 
reached its highest level 
ever, with a massive 
315 tonnes of material 
- the weight of 35 buses - 
collected in December. 

With around half of all 
residents living on estates, 
the Council has installed 
2,500 recycling bins to 


serve these communities. 
Mixed plastics, cardboard 
and Tetra Paks, as well as 
glass, cans and paper, can 
be disposed of at estate 
recycling sites. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Our residents are recycling 
more than ever, which 
is fantastic news. The 
improvements to facilities 
on estates are making it 


much easier for residents to 
recycle. But we need to do 
even more.” 

If everyone living on an 
estate recycled everything 
possible - 60 per cent of 
all household waste - a 
massive 1,500 tonnes 
of recycling would be 
collected in the borough 
each month. 

This would save the 
Council £100,000 each 
month, which could be 


spent on other vital services. 

Last November and 
December, recycling 
officers visited over 5,000 
properties to tell residents 
about facilities and how 
they could recycle more.

Since the scheme started in 2005, over 1 ,600 parents have 
joined - more than anywhere else in London. By using 
washable nappies, people have helped stop 330 tonnes of 
disposable nappies going to landfill - which would have cost 
around £42,000 in disposal fees. 

Nappuccinos are held each month during term time, with 
events planned for 18 February, 25 March and 20 May, 
from 10.30am at Hackney City Farm. They are run in 
partnership with the Hackney Real Nappy Network and 
not-for-profit enterprise Nappy Ever After.

Mental health teams move 

TEAMS that work with older people with mental health 
difficulties in Hackney have moved to 30 Felstead Street, 
E9. 

Mental Health Care for Older People (MHCOP)’s new 
Hackney Wick base boasts more space for consultations 
with older people and their families, increased room for 
therapies, better clinical facilities, a diagnostic memory 
clinic and teams to deal with dementia as well as common 
mental health problems such as depression, according to 
East London NHS Foundation Trust. 

A range of specialist professionals will also be available, 
including doctors, nurses, psychologists, social workers, 
occupational therapists and support workers. 

An added benefit is that the accommodation is shared with 
the local Alzheimer’s Society branch which means service 
users and their families will get a more connected service, 
according to the Trust, which provides mental health care 
services to the borough. 

If you or someone you know is experiencing mental health 
difficulties, contact your GP in the first instance to discuss 
referral to a service which can help.

Adult social care is changing to give people more choice and 
control over the support they receive and who provides it.

The review will cover services from the Council 
and local organisations, including advocacy, counselling, 
information and advice, and healthy living. 

The review has been grouped into five areas: mental health, 
older people, physical disabilities, carers and learning 
disabilities. The consultation runs until 31 March. Results 
will be posted online and the Council will continue to work 
with local people as the plans are put together.

Repairs including new 
paint and a replacement 
roof were paid for by St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital 
in 1823, but in 1846 
the chapel was finally 
demolished. 

The Star and Garter pub 
was built on the site, its 
north door on the exact 
spot where the north 
entrance to the chapel 
once lay. In 1938, the pub 
closed, but the Victorian 
building survives today on 
the site of Kingsland’s lost 
chapel and leper hospital. 


the hospital was much in 
need of refurbishment, 
especially as the wards 
were now three feet below 
the level of the road 
alongside. Rebuilding was 
partly funded by John 
Ward of Hackney, with a 
coach house and stable also 
added and the surgeon’s 
house repaired. More 
repairs and additions are 
recorded throughout the 
next 40 years, but keeping 
the two outhouses running 
at a cost of £700 per 
annum was a large expense 
for St Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, and eventually 
the Kingsland Lock closed 
its doors in 1760 after 
nearly 500 years. 

The old hospital was 
let out as tenements but

A S medieval 

London developed 
into a centre 
of trade and 
commerce, it wasn’t 
only the city that 
spread: terrible 
diseases were rife, 
one of the worst being 
leprosy. 

Lazar houses (leper 
hospitals) were established 
to care for sufferers away 
from the city and one such 
site, founded cl280, stood 
on the southern corner of 
the junction of Balls Pond 
Road and Kingsland Road. 

Like other such 
institutions it was known 
as ‘Le Loque’ or ‘The 
Lock’, which came either 
from the French word 
‘loques’ meaning rags, and 
referring to the dressings 
applied to leprous sores, 
or to the patients being 
locked away from the rest 
of society.

A YOUTH cycling 
exchange born 
on a Hackney 
estate has started 
a partnership between the 
borough and a small town 
in Uganda, East Africa. 

The project, which is 
based on the Nightingale 
estate, was planned by Keir 
Apperley, Manager and 
Head Coach at Cycling 
Club Hackney (CCH), with 
support and advice from 
development charity, the 
Commonwealth Youth 
Exchange Council (CYEC). 

It kicked off with a trip 
to Uganda last December 
and the first event organised 


by CCH and host country 
organisations - a hill cycling 
time trial. Partly sponsored 
by donations from Hackney 
Homes staff, Keir met local 
people and made plans to 
return this December, when 
keen young cyclists from 
Hackney hope to travel to 
Uganda for a three week 
tour, teaching good cycle 
maintenance on the way. 

Uganda’s cycling fans will 
then be invited to London 
in summer 2012, when they 
will receive training on first 
aid, bike maintenance and 
road safety. 


CCH - which is 
supported by the Council, 
Hackney Homes, Team 
Hackney and The Learning 
Trust - offers training and 
a chance to compete for 
young people in under- 13s 
and under-18s groups. 

Keir said: “This exchange 
would like to deliver first- 
class training and skills to 
participants from Uganda 
with the goal of setting up 
centres of cycling in new 
regions around the country. 

“As for Hackney’s young 
participants, this project will 
be an exciting opportunity 


to learn first-hand about life 
in Uganda, make a positive 
contribution, develop 
connections and expand 
horizons, whilst improving 
their life skills.” 

The exchange will also 
coincide with the delivery 
of a container loaded 
with cycles and related 
equipment sent out in 
partnership with Re-cycle, 
a UK charity committed to 
providing cheap, sustainable 
transport for people in 
several African countries.

Happy passengers 

SATISFACTION with the London Overground network has 
increased, according to an independent survey. 
Passengers said they felt stations were cleaner, safer 
and more welcoming; services were more frequent and 
reliable; and customer information had improved. 

The findings came from three annual surveys conducted 
since London Overground took over the network from 
Silverlink in 2007, investing £1 ,4billion in improvements. 
Rail watchdog Passenger Focus carried out the latest 
study last autumn as part of its National Passenger Survey. 
It found that 85 per cent of passengers were satisfied with 
Overground services, up from 82 per cent in 2009. 

Since TfL created London Overground in 2007, the East 
London Line route has opened, connecting Dalston 
Junction with New Cross, Crystal Palace and West 
Croydon. This includes four new stations in Hackney and 
a new link from Dalston Junction to Highbury & Islington, 
which is expected to open later this month.

Criminals have had their chips 


OVER 1 ,200 Hackney cyclists have benefited from free 
bike micro-chipping and registration at a series of events 
organised by the Council and Hackney police. 

According to TfL figures, cycles are the main form of 
transport for five per cent of all journeys in the borough - 
the highest level in London. 

However, 1 ,509 pedal cycles were stolen in Hackney 
last year, with only a small percentage being reunited 
with their owners. But when a stolen micro-chipped and 
registered bicycle is recovered by police, they can use the 
data to identify the owner. 

Since last September, 1 8 of these events have taken 
place in Hackney. ImmobiTag chips, which normally cost 
£1 5, were fitted to cyclists’ bikes for free by police, while 
Council transport officers were on hand with some tips on 
safer cycling. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet Member for Crime, 
Sustainability and Customer Services, said: “This project 
has not only highlighted the issue of cycle theft, but has 
given residents the knowledge and tools they need to 
improve their cycle security.” 

PC Maz Lovegrove of Hackney’s cycle crime squad, added: 
“Criminals should think twice about stealing a bike in 
Hackney - microchips mean police can verify ownership 
details whilst on routine patrol.”
